foreign aid and $9,000,000,000 In 
io-called 
permanent 
appropria- 


tions and trust funds. 
These two items are not dealt 


with in the omnibus bill. 
The "central committee" 
rec- 
ommendations will be presented 
to the full committee next Mon- 
day. The following week the om- 
nibus bill is scheduled to go be- 
fore the house.

recommended no huge cuts 'n 
any 
departmental funds, al-

Navy Captain Is 
Furloughed For 
'Insubordination' 


WASHINGTON. March 16—lff>>— 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman said 
today that continued insubordina- 
tion made it necessary for the na- 
vy to punish outspoken Capt. John 
G. Crommelin by furloughing him 
indefinitely at half pay. 
The disciplinary action against 


Crommelin, a persistent critic of 
Pentagon policies, amounts to In- 
voluntary retirement for the naval 
war hero: at the age of 47' 


Crommelin blamed it on the ar- 
my and air force general staffs. He 
has been blaming them all along 
for what he called a serious weak- 
ening of the navy in the army-air 
force navy unification setup. 
Sherman, .who is chief of naval 


operations, recently ordered 
the 
captain to stop publicly criticizing 
the defense department. 


Crommelin 
plans to go to his 


home at Montgomery, Ala., when 
the furlough order becomes effec- 
tive. But he said he still has sever- 
al speaking engagements in the San 
Francisco area and that after he 
has complied with the return home 
order, his time will be his own.

These requirements were pointed 
out this week by John C. Calhoun, 
Corsicana. chairman of the State 
Democratic executive committee, 
after receiving letters asking about 
the correct procedure.

Service, veteran career diplo- 
man now en route to a post in In- 
dia, was ordered back to the 
United States by the State De- 
partment Wednesday. 
Tho de- 
partment acted on the recommen- 
dation of the review board that 
Service should be called personal- 
ly before a State Department loy- 
alty board. 
The come-home order to Service 
was issued only 24 hours after Mc- 
Carthy had accused Service of hav- 
ing Communist affiliations. 
The senator fired his charge 
Tuesday before a Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee which is in- 
vestigating his contentions that the 
State Department is a harbor for 
Communists and Communist sym- 
pathizers. 
Senator Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) 


one of the investigators, 'told re- 
porters he thought the order to 
Service in the wake of McCarthy's 
.charges was "a. very significant 
and startling development." 
-Hickenlooper, a member .of the 
committee, told, reporters it seem- 
ed strange to, him that the de- 
partment first said' it knew noth- 
ing about one of McCarthy's ac- 
cusations dealing with Service, 
and then "apparently reversed 
the field." 
The Iowa lawmaker was refer- 
ring to McCarthy's testimony that 
Service had been cleared by the de- 
partment's own loyalty board, but 
that a U. S. Civil Service loyalty 
board fired his case back and rec-

Cotton, Peanut 
Acreage Hike Is

—The house today passed a com- 
promise bill increasing the num- 
ber of acres of cotton and pea- 
nuts that can be planted under 
government controls. 
Senate 
farm leaders expected 
similar action there to send the 
legislation to the White House 
by Friday night.. 
Tho bill adds about 
1,250,001) 
acres of cotton and 100,000 acres 
of peanuts to Allotments prev- 
iously made under 
a program 


intended 
to restrict plantings 
and hold 
down 
on 
surpluses. 
Farmers liad protested tho ear- 
lier allotments as unfair. 
The -revision 
does not mean 
tha teach cotton and peanut far- 
mer will get a boost in his acre- 
age allotment. But it puts a lim- 
it on acreage cuts in a manner 
that will 
distribute larger '.allot- 
ments to many farmers who have 
had severe 
reductions in 
their 


authorized acreage. 
Texas will get almost half the 


added 1,250,000 cotton acres. 
The peanut section principally 
aids Alabama and Texas which, 
'n tho recent 
distribution 
ot 


1950 peanut acreage, got caught 
in a move designed to deal with 
the peanut acreage in Oklaho- 
ma. It adds about 48,000 acres 
to Texas' peanut allotment and 
about 42,000 to Alabama's plant- 
ings. 
Peanut ' farmers can plant all 
they wish in 1950 but they get 
supports 
only on their allotted 
acres. 
Peanuts produced on acre- 
age outside the allotment can be 
sold for oil. 
The measure brings the author- 


ized cotton allotments to around 
21,250,000 acres, compared 
with 


1949 plantings of 27,000,000 acres. 
However, some farm leaders 
ex- 
pect this year's acreage will not 
exceed 21,000,000 despite the new 
authorizations bcause many farm- 
ers will not plant to the full ex- 
tent of their allotments.

Tho heavy crown block fell, 
striking metal on its way dawn, 
and a spark caused the sudden 
flash in the gas-saturated air.

from taxpayers across the nation. 


One commentary on what Wed- 


nesday—income tax day—meant 
to most people was provided un- 
wittingly by a late-payer who was 
In the line at the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue In Washington. 
He left behind a laundry bundle, 
containing several of the shirts 
off his back. 
Noting that even though billions 


richer, the government still is in 
the red, Republicans in Congress 
grasped at the chance to belabor 
the Truman administration and its 
financial policies. Democrats re- 
plied with reminiscences of the de- 
pression years. 


In Detroit, what may have been 
the day's biggest tax payment—a 
$114,373,394 quarterly 
installment 


from General Motors Corp.—show- 
ed up in the mail with what cer- 
:ainly was one of the smallest: two 
cents. 


And in a long list of cities the 
day marked the last chance the 
•overnment had to catch up with 
1943 tax fraud cases involving an 
estimated $15,000,000. At midnight 
Wednesday night, the seven-year 
statute of limitations went into ef- 
fect, closing the books on any new 
action against those who evaded 
taxes during that war year of high 
profits.

Frank G. Morris, of New York, 
navigator. 
The courts martial will be con- 


vened March 27 at the Norfolk Na- 
val Base. The trials will begin at 
that time, naval spokesmen said, If 
the defendants are ready to pro- 
ceed. All proceedings will be open 
to the public and the press. 


The courts martial were ordered 
by Rear Admiral Allan E. Smith, 
commander of the cruiser force of 
the Atlantic fleet, after a review 
of the proceedings of the 
naval 
court of inquiry which Investigat- 
ed the grounding. The action was 
announced by Adm. William 
M. 


Fechteler, commander-in-chief 
of 
the Atlantic fleet. 
Fechteler saUI "the formal char- 
ges and specifications to he ser- 
ved upon these officers and upon 
which they will be tried, will not 
be made public prior to the con- 
vening of the respective courts. 
The Individual officers concern- 
ed, 
however, may release

Fechteler said Smith did not con- 
sider the evidence against Lt. John

Leopold Will 
Leave Decision 
To Parliament

pold III, exiled king of the Belgians, 
has decided to leave the decision 
on his future to Belgium's parlia- 
ment, he announced today. 


"Whatever 
the decision which 
parliament will take and for which 
it assumes, in conformity with the 
constitution, the entire and exclu- 
sive responsibility, I'll bow to it." 
Leopold said In a statement releas- 
ed by his sectreary, Jacques Plrcn- 
ne, at a news conference. 


Leopold, exiled from his 
home- 
land since the war, won 57.7 per 
cent of the vote in an advisory ref- 
erendum last Sunday on whether 
he should return to his throne. 
Many political leaders in Belgium 
feel this percentage is far too small 
for a king, who Is supposed to rep- 
resent unity for his people. Other 
•political factions feel he should be 
returned. 
, Premier Gaston Eyskens denied 
published, reports that he had urg- 
ed Leopold to abdicate. 
National Guard 
Will Form Giant 
Texas Blood Bank

giant blood bank for Texas use 
in time of local or national dis- 
aster will be built up by the Tex- 
as National Guard, State Adju-

invited to pledge himself to an- 
fwer any call from proper au- 
thority to make a donation of 
his blood in the cause of human- 
ity, agreeing not to accept re- 
muneration.

ACHESON SETS 
7-POINT PLAN 
FOR SECURITY 


Secretary Warns 
Nation Not To Be 
Overly Hopeful 


BERKLEY, 
Calif., March 16— 


(/T>)—Secretary of State Acheson 
challenged Russia today to demon- 
strate her desire for peace by ac- 
cepting a new seven-point program 
to free the world from "destruct- 
ive tensions and anxieties." 


Bulled clown, the seven steps" 


Acheson proposed call for an end 
to Russia's aggressive diplomacy* 
both in her dealings with satel- 
lites and with the Western world, 
and for new moves to conclude 
peace treaties and to find some 
solution to the problem of atom- 
ic controls. 
Bluntly, he predicted Russian re- 


fusal of any attempt 
to 
settle 


these points of "greatest differ- 
ence" between the East and the 
West. 


But he insited that they "must 


be identified and sooner or later 
reconciled If the two systems are 
to live together, if not with mu- 
tual respect, at least in mutual se- 
curity." 


Otherwise, ho said, the TJnlted 
States can only continue to re- 
sist aggression where It finds It, 
and to "press ahead 
with 
the 


building of a free world." 
Acheson's 
address — a major 


statement of American policy said 
to have taken three months to 
draft—was prepared for delivery 
at the University of California, In 
connection with the confernce on 
international 
cooperation 
for 


world economic development. 


These are points he listed: 
1. Join with the West In defin- 


ing peace terms for Germany, Ja- 
pan and Austria—without trying 
to make them satellites—meanwhile 
refraining from any Interference 
with tho new states of the Far 
East. 


2, Withdraw military and po- 
lice forces from the Soviet satel- 
lites and "refrain from using the 
shadow.of that force to_keep In 
power persons 6i»re6linest'lwhlch 
do not command popular confi- 
dence. 


3. Drop the'present "policy of 
obstruction" In tho United .Na- 
tions and help make the U. «• 
a serious Instrument for build- 
ing international peace and se- 
curity. 
4. Join In seeking "realistic and 


effective 
arrangements 
for 
the 


control of atomic weapons and 
limitations of armaments in gen- 
eral." 


5. Stop using Communist party 
apparatus to overthrow by sub- 
versive means 
"established gov- 


ernments with which the Soviet 
government stands in an outward 
state of friendship and respect."

Telephone company employees in 
Corglcana will be hosts next week 
at an open house at the telephone 
building to permit Corsicana peo- 
ple to see their telephone system in 
operation, according to H. P. Phil- 
lips, manager of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Company. 


Everybody is invited to visit the 


telephone building, Phillips 
said, 


and ' preparations are being made 
to show .several thousand persons 
through the plant. Visiting hours 


will be from 2 to 5 p. m. and 7 to 
9 p. m. daily, Tuesday 
through 


Thursday, March 21 to 23. 
Guides will be on hand to escort 


visitors through the building and 
explain the equipment and special 
exhibits brought here for the pro- 
gram, the manager said. 


Visitors will see where all 
the 


telephone wires in Corsicana meet 
at the building, they will see the 
big batteries that furnish current 
to carry their voices over the wires, 
and the machines that ring all the 
city's telephones, according to Phil- 
lips. The guides will show how op- 
erators connect calls at the long 
switchboard, and 
explain 
other 


equipment in the building. 


Several special exhibits will be 


on hand for the open house, 
the 


manager stated. Among these is a 
machine that records the voice and 


repeats it to the speaker. Corsica- 
na people will be able with this 
machine to hear how they sound on 
the telephone. Another .exhibit is 
a bar of metal that actually floats 
in the air. There also will'be an 
early model telephone, a huge over- 
seas-telephone vacuum tube, and a 
section of coaxial cable able to car- 
ry hundreds of catts at once. Visi- 
tors also will be able to see 'their 
voice in the form of light activat- 
ed by the electrical waves over a 
telephone.

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UNSAFE SCHOOLS 


No one really needs to be 


told that there 
are many 


school buildings which are 
"obsolete, unsafe and total 
ly unsuited." Those descrip 
tive words are quoted from 
Bay L. Hamon, chief of the 
school section of the Unite:1 
States Office of Education 
Almost every community oJ 
any size has somewhere in 
its public school system a 
building 
which 
at 
least 


partly fits that description 
t h o s e 
few 
communitie 


w.hich have none such are 
fortunate indeed. 


In the past few years i' 


has been generally neces 
sary all over the nation, tc 
direct the development of 
physical school facilities to- 
ward making more space for 
oversize and still growing 
enrollments. There have not 
been funds, and sometimes 
not materials nor labor, to 
spare for the simple replace 
ment of buildings which con 
ceivably could continue to 
serve a purpose. Nor are we 
"out of the woods" yet; Ha- 
mon said that 
enrollments 


may be expected to go on in- 
creasing until about 1958, 
•when a peak may be reach- 
ed in communities of rea- 
sonably stable population. 


The predicted peak will 


not be the end of rises in en- 
rollment, unless populati >n 
growth stops. It is expected 
to be the 
beginning of a 


breathing space. But in thai 
breathing space there will 
be old buildings to be replac- 
ed, unless it has been done 
•with the addition 
of .new 


buildings to take ,care of 
added 
enrollment. 
The 


trouble is that we may not 
be able to wait for that 
breathing space. If a build- 
iing is merely obsolete and 
unsuitable, it can perhaps be 
fixed up and used until the 
extreme 
pressure 
passes. 


But we do not want to send 
any of our children to school 
in unsafe buildings. 
Those 


should be taken out of ser- 
vice at the earliest possible 
moment.

Finally on the thir- 
ty-sixth ballot the deadlock 
in the House of Representa- 
tives, which had been ballot- 
ing ever since the tie in the 
electoral college, ended in 
favor of Jefferson, Burr be- 
coming vice-president. Burr 
attributed his defeat to Al- 
exander Hamilton, and '.ail- 
ed him in a duel in 1804. 


That ended Burr's politi- 


cal career. He was accused 
of obscure schemes for set- 
ting up an independent state 
in the West or South, with 
himself as ruler. Tried fo'r 
treason he was acquitted. 
However, no one trusted 
dim and he died in poverty 
in 1836. To the last he pre- 
served his best quality, un- 
failing good humor. 


Admirers can concentrate 


on this last feature 
if they 


wish to celebrate his mem- 
ory. The rest of his career 
does not call for admiration.

We like to know 
hat the Federal Bureau of 
nvestigation and the Treas- 
ury agents go quietly and ef- 
iciently about their work, 
an 1 that the ordinary law- 
abiding citizens is seldom 
aware of them, never has to 
wonder who or where they 
are. 


The reading of a,reason- 


ably reliable first-hand re- 
mrt of life in any of the po- 
ice states of current times 
hould be sufficient to re- 
:-:jh for Americans the de- 
ire to keep our federal po- 
ice operations restricted to 
pacific, c l o s e l y defined 
ields of criminal activity. 


Investigations now brew- 


ng, including one by a Sen- 
ate committee, might at any 
ime develop into an expose 
>f sectional and nationwide 


crime syndicate 
operations 


on a shocking scale. It has 
long beenjrumored that such 
syndicates' exist; if compe- 
tent investigators begin delv- 
ing, into these rumors they 
might find nothing more 
than that, or they might find 
that the rumors pale into in- 
significance beside the facts. 
If substantial crime syndi- 
cate activity should be un- 
covered, there unquestion- 
ably would be strong senti- 
ment for new federal laws 
and a greatly enlarged fed- 
eral police system to cope 
with the syndicate. ' 


There may be no way to 


avoid such an outcome. In 
this connection, however, we 
ought to be very sure that lo- 
cal authority has been used 
to the utmost, with vigor, 
courage and initiative. We 
ought to be sure that federal 
police will never have to be 
sent into our community ex- 
cept to deal with criminal 
organizations which really 
are so big as to be beyond 
the possibility of local con- 
trol. 


HEALING A WOUND 
The healing of a 
gaping 


wound is recalled by the ap- 
pointment 
of David McK. 


Key as ambassador to Bur- 
ma He bears the name of a 
Confederate officer who was 
taken captive at Vicksburg, 
and was later elected United 
States senator from Tennes- 
see. In 1877, in a surprise ap- 
pointment, the earlier David 
McK. 
Key was made 
post- 


master-general by President 
Hayes. 


Hays was a Republican 


and Key a Democrat, and 
this was at a time when par- 
ty lines were drawn much 
more sharply than 
now. 


Hayes' idea doubtless was to 
alleviate the soreness of the 
South by proving that South- 
er n e r and a Confederate 
need not despair of attain- 
ing high office. The fact that 
Key was also a Democrat 
was probably less important. 
After three years in the cab- 
inet Key was appointed a 
federal judge by Hayes, arid 
served on the bench until he 
reached the age of retire- 
ment. He died in 1900. 


The 1877 
Key appoint- 


ment and the 
administra- 


tion's withdrawal of federal 
troops from the South, where 
they had been supervising 
elections, were among sev- 
eral gestures of conciliation. 
These did much toward re- 
storing friendship- between 
the erstwhile 
warring sec- 


tions. 


HO AND TITO 


China may have been ab- 


sorbed into the Moscow 
Communist orbit, but not all 
East Asiatic Communists are 
following exactly the same 
line. Ho 
Chi 
Minh, 
who 


heads the Red movement in 
Viet Nam in Indonesia, has 
established 
diplomatic re- 


lations with the rebellious 
Tito's Yugoslavia. 


This might seem to come 


about as near as can be im- 
agined in thumbing his nose 
at S t a l i n . Can one be i 
friend of Tito and 
of 
the 


Kremlin, tool. P.erhaps Ho 


can. At any rate he also has 
diplomatic relations 
with 


Moscow and with Peiping. 


Why does Ho do this? 


Tito is in no position to help 
him if the Russians should 
decide to cut loose from Ho. 
Some clever hands/must be 
! ehind this 
development. 


And what they are trying to 
do is not altogether clear.

ZION'S REST AGREES TO 
DROP PARK DEMAND, JOIN 
CITY IN MASTER PLANNING

Zion's Rest PTA Tuesday night 
voted to drop its campaign for a 
65-acre park for the present in the 
northern section of the community 
and join in the Corsicana city-wide 
master plan program as outlined by 
Mayor Hubert T. Braselton. 


The action followed a program 
in vhich the mayor outlined plans 
for the entire city that includes 
Zion's Best area and answered 
questions 
propounded him by 
those present at the school build- 
ing. 
Herman Brown, manager of the 
Corslcana Chamber of Commerce, 
also appeared on the program in a 
civic discussion 
featuring 
team- 
work and community co-operation. 


New officers elected by the PTA 
are Mrs. J. W. Fondren, president; 
Mrs. 
Joe B. Fogg, first vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. Preston Allred, second 
vice president; Mrs. Johnny Smith, 
third vice president; Mrs. J. F. 
Lockard, secretary, and Mrs. John 
Remonte, treasurer. 
Mrs. R. E. Ross, chairman of 
the park committee, presided. 


"Teamwork in 
the 
Business 


World,", was the topic discussed 
by Brown. He pointed out that 
during World War II, prograss In 
scientific knowledge, through ne- 
cessity and • government sponsor- 
ship, equalle that ordinarily ex- 
pected in peace-time development 
for a quarter of a century. He 
spoke of the maladjustments of 
the atomic age and its attendant 
problems. 
After referring to misunderstand- 
ings between labor and manage- 
ment, and.a tendency to set up our 
own standards, Brown stressed the 
necessity of recognizing our com- 
mon heritage—that every man has 
hates, loves, desires, etc., and a bet- 
ter understanding will be required. 
He asserted every man wants se- 
curity, freedom and the right of 
expression for himself and loved 
ones. 


"Let us solve our common prob^ 
lems with better human relations 
and understandings," Brown ad- 
ded. 


The 
chamber 
executive then 


pointed out that cities "don't hap- 
pen," but someone or a group has 
a vision and puts forth the neces- 
sary effort to make the vision a 
reality. 


"Corsicana can go forward only 
as the result of the unselfish ser- 
vice of its citizensj" he declared and 
then pointed out this community 
had great possibilities, intelligence, 
manpower, resources' and a fine 
people that can get the job done 
if they will put their shoulders to 
the wheel. 


Mayor Braselton outlined the 
master plan and the discussion 
with the engineering firm. 
He 
said such a plan would Include 
zoning whereby undesirable busi- 
ness establishments, and other 
types of structures could be con- 
trolled in the residential sections, 
water extensions, sewers, streets, 
etc., 
with committees from af- 
fected sections having the right 
to be Heard. 
The city head outlined the 75 
cent per month sewer tax—bring- 
ing 'in $4,000 per month—and he 
spoke of the proposed $300,000 rev- 
enue bonds for sewer extensions 
and repairs to the disposal plant. 
He said a sewer main to the Zion's 


Rest school was a must and |140,- 
000 was needed for the disposal 
plant. 
The mayor told the interested 


group to .get together on street im- 
provements by blocks—the proper- 
ty owners paying for the six-Inch 
gravel and the city doing the as- 
phalt topping—the. same as In oth- 
er sections of the municipality. 
Other topics discussed included: 
$("•,000 sewer extensions in the 


Zion's Rest area—two mains. 
Water 
extensions—the citizens 


served to put up the cost and the 
city to re-imburse them over a 
five-year period since the city is 
unable to finance the extensions at 
the present time.

biggest and most terrible war- in 
all human experience," the edit- 
orial went on; 
"That is why, evenry now and 
then, somebody 
up on Capitol 
Hill brings up the subject of an 
•alternate capital of the Kepub- 


Uc, and that is why everybody 
In town knows the ill-kept sec- 
ret that the department of de- 
fense Is working or. just such a 
proposition.'' 


With the observation that moit 
of the million residents of the 
Washington area must remain 
here whether they Hho it or not 
the editorial continued: 


"For the instinct of survival,

case of Galveston, .Tex. x x 
"On Sept. 8, 1900, a hurricane 


and tidal wave killed 6,000 of its 
residents and devastated the prop- 
erty of nearly all.

Maverick's 4,000 word memo on 
restoration of the legation recalls 
some of Saligny's personal difficul- 
ties with the infant Republic, but 
most 'of it is a mixture of butter 
and spice dished up for the 
city 
fathers of the capital. 
Maverick, the former San Anto- 


nio mayor and former congressman 
who has seldom hesitated to speak 
his mind,.aimed some barbs at the 
University of Texas, too. in his dis- 
tress over the legation situation. 
He started by saying it is the 


public duty and opportunity of the 
city and the state to preserve the 
legation and surrounding park area 
"as a project to serve as a symbol 
of the dignified importance of the 
State of Texas, and the belief of 
our people in cause of world peace 
and 
the establishment of world 
law." 
La. Villlta Recalled 


He said the restoration should 
not only be a cultural project, but 
a 
practical one and thai proper 
planning would make it self-sup- 
porting. He recalled that La Villi- 
ta had been restored at San Anto- 
nio during his administration with- 
out the cost hurting anybody .much. 


Then followed some of 
Mave- 
rick's sugar-talk: 


"Austin is a very great city. It Is 
also undoubtedly the cultural and 
educational center of Texas. It has 
by far the biggest college or uni- 
versity in the state — the City of 
Austin likewise has been for many 
years a well governed city, with 
excellent streets, bridges, and pub- 
lic .improvements."

CHRISTIAN FAITH STABILIZES 
THE RESTLESS SOUL OF MAN 


Saint Paul's Visit to Rome Epoch Making— 
Providence Works in Many Strange Ways— 
The Great Apostle's Mind Still Holds Sway 
Over Best Modern Thought

The 
spread 
of 
Christianity 


throughout the Roman world two 
thousand 
yeare 
ago 
constitutes 


one of the amazing epochs 
of 


human history. 
A few people of 
wealth and high intellectual at- 
tainments joined 
the 
Christian 


church but for the most part, it 
was made up of people who oc- 
cupied no high station in life and 
exercised but little Influence on 
the affairs of the Roman world. 
The Christian movement was a 
purely, religious movement. It was 
based on faith In Jesua Christ and 
motivated by loyalty to this Lord 
and Saviour who all the mem- 
bers of the Christian community 
believed had risen from the dead, 
and whose living presence they 
believed was in their midst, sus- 
taining and strengthening them 
every day 
The church was 
a 
band of comrades whose joy was 
everywhere 
spoken 
about, 
and 
whose purity of life was in mark- 
ed contrast with the moral. prac- 
tices of their contemporaries. 
Strange Ways of Providence. 


In the Sunday school lesson for 
this week we observe Paul, 
a 
prisoner for his religious convic- 
tions, standing 
before 
Roman 
judges and a Jewish King and 
Queen and 
giving a reason for 
the faith which was in him. 
Here we have one of history's 
frequent reversals- the big man on 
trial .before little people. 
Who 
knows the names of Socrates' 
Judges? Paul, an innocent pris- 
oner stood before the bar of Felix 
and Festus,. of Agrlppa and Ber- 
nice, rulers whose names have 
lived only because they were link- 
ed with his. 
Luke makes clear that Paul 
was a problem to the consciences 
of those who sat in judgment on 
him. These proud rulers were not 
used to judging a man who him- 
self usurped the place of judge. 
Rulers and rich men seldom hear 
the truth that they most need, 
and when they do, they usually 
do not like' it 


A Prisoner Site In Judgment. 
If his judges had been keener, 
bigger persons, they would have 
perceived that Paul was using 
them and their courts merely as 
a pedestal from which to broad- 
cast his message. The pomp and 
palace and power became mere 
stage-setting for the prisoner in 
bonds. Paul had conspicious sin- 
ners in his congregation that day 
—even though royal ones—and he 
was preaching 
an 
evangelistic 


message to them, and through 
them to the Roman world and its 
heirs. 
Even Paul could not en- 
visage the millions of Christians 
who are making pilgrimages In 
this eyar 1950. 


On his way to Rome, and after 
he arrived there, Paul preached a 
message which has been moving 
the hearts of men from that day 
to this. 
His message was that 
God had provided for the forgive- 
ness of mens' sins through the 
ministry, death and resurrection 
of Jesua Christ. 
His message rang with the as- 
surance that the Spirit of Christ 
is still in the world, a power to 
which each and every believer 
could avail himself 
.or 
herself 
through faith. 
Paul had had a 
transforming 
vision on the 
Da- 
mascus road. 
His proud boast 
ever after was that he had not 
been disobedient to that heavenly 
vision. 
Christianity's Greatest Thinker. 
In Paul's preaching and writ- 
ing we encounter the profundities 
of Christian faith, partcularly the 
mysteres of the incarnation and 
the atonement. For long centur- 
ies earth's keenest minds, have 
studied these topmost themes, only 
to end in amazed adoration .at the 
greatness of the love and mercy 
of God in providing for the salva- 
tion of man. 
It was this faith 


which gave character and heroic 
courage to the apostolic church, 
and it has been this continuing 
message that made our fathers 
build strong a Christian civiliza- 
tion. 
In their most significant 
labors these forebears of ours set 
Jesus Christ as the chief corner- 
stone. 


It was zeal for the glory of 
Christ that set Columbus sailing 
into unknown western seas. 
It 
was the same faith which under- 
lined the Magna Carta and the 
Mayflower 
compact. 
If 
during 


the past generation this faith has 
seemed to be dimmend by the 
findings of modern science, the 
result has been made apparent in 
our present world chaos. 


Scientists themselves are 
now 
writing books and articles con- 
fessing 
their 
own 
Inadequacy, 
and the latent peril which their 
scientific findings have brought 
upon the world. 
The turmoil of 
world affairs Is calling us back 
to the faith our fathers had In a 
living God, in a crucified Saviour, 
arid In .the consequent moral dig- 
nity of the individual man. 
Greater Power Than A-BomU. 
Justification by faith Is a spir- 
itual reality, which has shaken 
empires from 
their foundations 
and set free the imprisoned spir- 
its of millions of men and women. 
That while we were yet sinners 
Christ died for our sins, is 
a 


revelation of .God's love carrying 
with it such spiritual 
potency 
that . when the mind 
of 
man 
grasps that great fact and his 


will accepts it, a transformation 
of life and purpose 
inevitably 
takes place. 
The man who thus gave his life 


for mankind has changed the dat- 
ing of world events. His power in 
the modern world Is greater even 
than it was In the ancient All 
over the earth the idea is taking 
hold that only Christ-led men can 
lead us out of our present mor- 
ass. We can see now that Christ 
is the Light which through the 
ages has been shining in a fear- 
ful 
darkness, 
even though 
the 
darkness has comprehended .it not.

Dividends due deceased veter- 
ans for the time they held Nation- 
al Service Life Insurance in force 
prior to their death will be paid 
to their beneficiaries or heirs, VA 
said today. 


Where the Insurance 
was 
in 


force at the time of the veteran's 
death payment will be made auto- 
matically to the benficlary of rec- 
ord. No application of any kind 
will be required in these cases. 


If the Insurance was not in force 
at the time the veteran died ,the 
dividend will be paid to his estate 
through the executor or adminis- 
trator of the estate. Where there 
is no administrator payment will 
be made directly to those persons 
who are entitled to the veteran's 
estate under the inheritance laws 
of the state of which the veteran 
was a legal resident at the tline 
of death. 


In the lapsed' insurance cases 


claim forms will be sent by VA 
directly to those persons found to 
be entitled to all or a share of the 
veteran's dividend. No general dis- 
tribution will be made of these 
claim forms, VA said. 


Payment of dividends in behalf 


of deceased veterans will begin 
soon, VA said and is expected to 
3e substantially completed by June 
30 of this year.

Reserves To New High During Year 


NEW 
YORK, March 16— UP)— 


Wildcattinff 
oilmen have pushed 
the total reserves of one of the na- 
tion's war essentials to a new high. 
They have also pushed back 
the 
clock on that 
heatedly 
debated 
question: when will this country 
use up its oil resources? 
They have added a billion or more 
barrels to the flood of petroleum 
that seeps ever higher around the 
nation's coal mines. And they have 
proved again that you never know, 
for sure, how much oil there may 
be under the ground until you have 
actually drilled for it. 
New Fields Opened 
.New oil fields opened up 
las_t 
year—under the incentives of high 
consumption and high prices—at a 
near-record clik. Discoveries last 
year added 982,982,000 barrels of 
petroleum to the nation's proved 
reserves, the American Petroleum 
Institute reports today. You have 
to go back to 1937 for a near com- 
parable figure—928,742,000 barrels. 
But the North American contin- 
ent contains many billions of bar- 
rels of oil in reserves that are not 
yet 
proved, says Frederick 
H. 


Lahee, geological 
and 
research 
counsellor for the Sun Oil Co. and 
chairman of API's committee on re- 
serves 
which makes the report. 


And he warns you nit to count off 
the nation's oil resources for many 
years to come. 


The nation's reserves grew a lot 
more last year than just by what 
the new fields added. Extensions 
to known fields added another two 
and a half billion barrels to the re- 
serves. 


What do oilmen mean by "prov- 
ed reserves" and 
how 
do 
they 
"prove" them? 
Proved and Unproved 
Proved reserves are both drilled 
and undrilled. The drilled reserve 
is the oil which can be recovered 
by currently-used production meth- 
ods from the areas actually drilled. 
The undrilled reserves are regard- 
ed as proved. Lahee explains, when 
"undrilled (potential) spacing units 
are so close, and so related, to the 
drilled units that there is every 
reasonable probability that 
they 


will produce when drilled." 
They 


will be drilled, presumably, as sup- 
ply and demand, and finances, per- 
mit. 


He also, explains why you can't 
judge a new field by its first year 
reserve estimate. "New oil 
and 
discoveries estimated as proved in 
any given year is' generally com- 
paratively small because develop- 
ment is usually not extensive dur- 
ing the first year," he says. "But 
the total of new oil through ex- 
tensions in old fields is compara- 
tively large." 
Proved reserves now, the 
API 
estimates, are 24.6 billion barrels, 
a gain of 1.4 billion barrels dur- 
ing 1949, after allowing for the 
pumping of 1.8 billion barrels form 
the nation's wells last year. 
How -long will the nation's 
oil 
last? Lahee is quite emphatic about 
warning you against taking your 
pencil and dividing the year-end re- 
serves of 24.6 billion by the produc- 
tion last year of 1.8 billion

yond the reach of the Schnorkel 
submarine.

The board has placed its stamp 


of approval on about 30 acres of 
land in the Byron Cheney 
estate 


between Jones street and Post Oak 
Creek 
along 
North 
Thirteenth 


street for the white project. If se- 
lected this nrea will provide units 
for 113 families. The area also In- 
cludes land owned by Henry Clem- 
ens and others. 


The area also will include suit- 
able 
space for playgrounds*' and 
parks. Estimate! purchase price of 
the land was set at approximately 
$34.000. 


Before this or any other land 
can be selected the sites will have 
to bo approved by the Federal 
Housing Authority. Also pur- 
chase prices of vacant and occu- 
pied land will have to be ascer- 
tained.
